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DECISION ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the petition filed on October 10, 2007, requesting withdrawal of Notice of 
Non-compliant appeal brief mailed September 10, 2007. This petition is being treated as petition 
under 37 CFR 1.181(a) to invoke Supervisory Authority with respect to the Office 
communication mailed on September 10, 2007, and withdraw the Notice of non-compliant 
Appeal Brief. 

The Petition is GRANTED.

Petitioner filed the instant petition on October 10,2007, requesting that the Notice of Non- 
compliant brief be withdrawn stating that in the instant application "the referenced portions of 
the specification extending over multiple pages are identified as necessary to understanding the 
claimed element and the claimed interrelationship of that element with other elements of the 
claim". 

37 CFR § 41.37(c)(l)(v) states: 

Summary of claimed subject matter. A concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each 
of the independent claims involved in the appeal, which shall refer to the specification by page 
and line number, and to the drawing, if any, by reference characters. For each independent claim 
involved in the appeal and for each dependent claim argued separately under the provisions of 
paragraph (c)(l)(vii) of this section, every means plus fimction and step plus function as 
permitted by 35 U.S.C. 1 12, sixth paragraph, must be identified and the structure, material, or acts 
described in the specification as corresponding to each claimed function must be set forth with 
reference to the specification by page and line number, and to the drawing, if any, by reference 
characters. 

As per the above rule, applicant is required to make a "concise explanation" of the subject matter 
defined in each of the independent claims involved in the appeal. A review of the Appeal Brief 
filed on May 30, 2007 indicates that applicant has indeed cited multiple pages for many of the 
claim limitations, with same sections of text being cited for more than one claim limitation. 
However, applicant states that the nature of the application and specification in the instant 
application is such that the "concise explanation" will necessarily have to be referenced over a 
number of pages. 

For the above stated reason, the petition is GRANTED . The Notification of Non-complaint 
Appeal Brief mailed September 10, 2007, is hereby vacated. 

The application has been forwarded to examiner of record to consider the Appeal Brief filed on 
May 30, 2007, and issue an appropriate Office Action.
